Testimony of Captatn Albert Foster Re­ 
sumed—C. W. Clarke on the 
Witness’ Stand 


The sliekens case—the People vs. the Gold 
R un D itch and M ining Company—was re­ 
sumed yesterday at 9:30 A. H. in D epartm ent 
No. 2, Judge JackBon 
Temple presiding. 
Captain A lbert Foster, for the plaintiff, re­ 
sumed. 
Cross-examination—(To M r. Uatlin)—The 
depth of the water at the hulk of the Cora, 
at the foot of K street, is about 18 feet. 
The 
water is now 18 inches higher than it was at 
low water this summer. 
The old Navigation 
Company removed 
their ways from the 
American river 
about 185S. 
They used 
Fisherm an’s beach in the building of the 
Comanche. 
W hen they moved to the Yolo 
side there was a good depth of water at th at 
point. 
The river channel was quite straight 
at th at time. 
The shoaling in front of the 
city first appeared in front of R street. 
H ay­ 
cock shoals were felt by the largest steamers 
in the early days. 
W e first commenced 
landing a t 
the 
R-street 
levee in No­ 
vember, 
1864. 
D uring the 
summer of 
1864 the water was quite low. 
The fill of the 
channel in front of the city is quite extensive. 
The bottom in front of K street is quite hard. 
The deepest place in the river in front of the 
city a t present is not more than tw enty feet. 


THE FRUIT TRADE 
During the last ten years is much greater 
than the ten years previous. 
During the last 
five years there has been more fruit shipped 
than during the five years immediately pre­ 
ceding. 
The San Joaquin is navigated by 
stern-wheelers. 
I don’t know of any side- 
wheelers on th at river. 
The inland com­ 
merce of Oregon is mostly carried on by 
stern-wheelers, but I am not sure but that 
side-wheelers also navigate the Columbia. 
I t was later than 1868 th at we first encoun­ 
tered trouble at Haycock shoals. 
The Cora 
was under water seventeen days near W alnut 
Grove. 
The water was not particularly high 
at th at time. 
I t was carrying a great quan­ 
tity of sediment. 
There was no current pass­ 
ing through the cabins. 
The Cera was 
sunk once before two miles below Clarks­ 
burg 
in 
the 
fall 
of 
1877. 
She 
did 
not fill 
with 
sand 
or 
sediment 
then. 
She was not under water so long at Clarks­ 
burg as she was at W alnut Grove. 
The tills 
basin extending from K night’s Lending to 
Cache slough drains off now about a3 fa-t as 
a t any time formerly. 
[A map was here 
shown witness, and he was asked to locate 
the various sloughs on the west side of the 
Sacramento river.] 
M y impression is that 
there was a levee built along F lk slough to 
protect the laud from tule water. 
Grand 
island has been leveed with strong, substan­ 
tial levee?. 
The levees while they stood 
caused the river to carry more water. 
They, 
however, have never stood high waters. 
In 
1878, and also last winter, the levees first gave 
way on the slough, or west side. 
The land 
from Cache slough 1 1 Sutter elough is quite 
low, and when overflowed the water is deep, 
and large waves form which destroy or wash 
the levees. 
Wood I.-laml is opposite Rio 
Vista. 
Three-mile slough empties into H ens­ 
ley slough. 
Redirect examination—(To Mr. Cadwal- 
ader)—The greatest scouring of the river is 
during high water. 
The rai ing of the river 
bed causes the water to reach a greater hight 
and is the cause of the levee destruction. 
The R-street levee was in d inger of destruc­ 
tion by waves three or four feet high in the 
back water during the w inter of 1878. 
I t 
took very lively work oa the part of the cit­ 
izen? to save the city at that time from being 
flooded. 
T ie break iu the levee was 


UELO’.V THE CITT, 
And was very large. The current that passed 
through w ;s very rapid and strong. 
The 
b ratk was not easily repaired. 
The current 
wss so strong through the break th at piles 
were broken c.ff. 
1 was offered $10,090 to 
close the break, but declined it-, as I did not 
think it possible to do eo during the high 
stage of water. 
The cruntry wes fl soded be­ 
low R street to Freeport from that break. 
Im mediately below the 
break 
the de­ 
posit 
was 
sand. 
In 
front 
of 
the 
brer.k 
was 
a 
hop 
field, 
and 
back 
of th at orchard*. 
In early times there was 
about four feet of tide at the head of Grand 
Island. 
Now there is only about eighteen 
inches. 
There has been repealed attem pts to 
levee in Grand Island, but nil have failed. 
General W illiams and Mr. Kerchival were 
largely engaged iu leveeing. 
A t the lower 
end of Grand Island th9 levees were very 
large,'; think they had a bise of fifty or sixty 
feet. 
From Frem ont to Cache Slough there 
are 
MANY BREAKS. 
If all the breaks were measured the aggre­ 
gate would exceed a mile. 
The breaks be­ 
tween Sacramentojand Freeport, on the cast 
side of the Sacramento, have all been re­ 
paired. 
The fail in the river south of Sacra­ 
mento is about four inches to the mi!e. 
The 
Y- treet levee has been built eince 1878. 
The 
Fern and Mesick breaks caused the overflow 
of all the country south of the Y-street levee 
last winter. In 1878 the water and sewage of the 
city was pumped over the R etreet levee. 
Iu 
the winter of 188] pumping again had to be 
resorted to, and the pumps were situated on 
the Y-street levee. 
The water in the Sacra­ 
mento has he r, clearer this year than last. 
If 
the 
water 
was 
cleer, 
and 
not 
charged with sediment, it would have a 
tendency to sconr out and improve the chan­ 
nel. 
Have known the river to tconr out to 
the depth of twelve feet during one high 
water. 
I believe th at this scouring of the 
channel continues the length of the river and 
the debris deposited 


INTO THE BAY. 
The quicksand is n ovirg constantly, and 
very noticeable during low water. 
I t rolls 
and shoals, and fern s w hat we in steamboat 
language calij” riffles/’ There formerly were 
two water-gauges at the city front. 
There 
was a difference between them of two feet 
aud nine inches. 
Recross examination—(To Mr. C atlin)—1 
remember 
th at 
the 
water inside 
the 
city 
was 
p u m p e d 
over 
the 
R-street 
levee 
int<> 
the river some 
years 
age. 
The lands flooded by the water from Mesick, 
Fern and Lovedal breaks, were also flooded in 
1862, and I think it was higher then ihan 
the recent flood. 
In the winter of 1867 ar.d 
1868, and in 1S52 and 1853, this same country 
was flooded. 
The steam er Dover last winter 
went into the tules on the Yolo side of the 
river. 
She was engaged in picking up rail­ 
road material, and one time was loaded with 
upwards of 200 tons of iron, besides the ties. 
She went into the tides through a break 
about one-half mile south 
of the 
Fern 
break. 
She could have gone due west 
ten miles. 
The current was not strong in 
the tules. 
The water above the railroad was 
two feet higher than th at below. 
The rail­ 
road acted as a kind of a dam. 
Between 
Sacramento and Davisvilie there *was about 
two miles of tre?t!ewoik through which the 
water could escape. 
Ail of th at country was 
overflowed in 1862 
I think the water in 1862 
wss higher below Sacramento than that of 
1881. 
In 1862 the San Joaquín was also 
higher than last winter. 
The steamer Oro 
plied between Sacramento and Swingles last 
winter for two months, carryiugmsil aud pas­ 
sengers. 
THE FALL 
Of the Sacramento river from Sacramento to 
Steamboat slough a t flood times is four inches 
to the mile. ,T be di-tanca by river from this 
city to Collinsville is about seventy miles. 
Rio V ista is sixteen miles this side of Collins­ 
ville. 
Clarksburg ie eighteen miles from 
this city. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. Cadwalader)— 
W hen the Dover went into the tules last 
winter there was nothing in sight except the 
ievees. 
The inhabitants and their live stock 
bad to be rescued ty the steamers. 
The 
high water last w inter above the railroad 
track extended further west than ever known 
before. 
In 1878 the railrcad was washed out 
between Davisviile and Sacramento and rail­ 
road travel was stopped for some time. 
The 
tules extend from K night’s Landing to Cache 
slough. 
Can’t say if the American last win­ 
ter w as prop irtionateiy lower last year than 
in 1861-2. 
The rains were in proportion 
heavier in too north and west than in the 
mountains east last year. 
There was more 
sediment last year in the rivers than in 1861­ 
2 —more latterly. 
More families suffered in 
1861-2 than last year, as they had f.w.'ir 
levees and mounds and were lees prepared. 


Putah and Cache creeks contributed to the 
filling ot the tule basin. 
They generally 
come in first. 
C. W. CLARK 
Sw orn: Reside in Sacramento. 
In cattle 
business, and have ranches and stock with 
my partner in San Luis Obispo, Kern, Fresno, 
Tulare, Lassen and Sacramento. 
The latter 
county is in our summer m arket. 
Came into 
Sacramento August, 1850. 
This has been 
my headquarters. 
I lived south of the R- 
street levee, on the McDonald pi ace. 
Moved 
there twelve or fifteen years ago. 
Own a 
large tract on the American river, fronting 
on the Sacramento. I t is 10,000 acres. 
P art 
of it crosses the American. 
The new river 
cuts through it. 
F irst knew the American 
ia 1850. 
W ent to Mississippi Bar. 
Know 
the San Ju an grant. 
I t joins the Norris 
grant, and runs up opposite Folsom. 
W e 
own ail the frontage on it along the Ameri­ 
can river tor some ten miles. 
In 1850 the 
American was quite a river and deep at the 
“ bar.” A t Sacramento the river was deep; 
couldn’t see the bottom. 
The water was 
pretty clear, end the banks were bluff and 
steep. 
The Bannon ranch was where the 
mouth of the new river now is. 
The Ameri­ 
can bounds it on the south. The new mouth of 
the American is at the m outh of an old 
slough. 
The 
banks 
of the 
American 
river in the valley 
were generally 
fif­ 
teen to 
tw enty feet 
high. 
The 
river 
ran through fine, rich, 
productive |!and. 
H ad a ferry since 1868 over the new mouth 
of the American. 
The old channel of the 
American at the mouth is filled up now 
higher th a» the old banks were, with sedi­ 
ment. 
F irst noticed the American carrying 
heavy masses of sediment about 1860. Before 
th at the river was muddy above. 
Saw the 
bar first in the mouth, in 1868, more than 
before. 
Noticed the sand most in 1861-2. 
Saw only a little before. 
Before 1861-2 con­ 
siderable of the country was under cultiva­ 
tion over there, along the Sacramento and 
American, and families lived along both 
rivers, especially on the north bank. They 
lived there the year round. 
H ad no trouble 
till late in cultivating. 
Have seen the sand 
coming every year getting worse. 
W ith the 
first rains tha American comes down first, 
generally. 
A t such times it j ust comes roll­ 
ing, and with apparently more sand than 
water. 
I t will cut cut a channel and draw 
into a narrow channel, but steadily cutting 
out the sand banks each side. 
Have seen it 
in ten days spread clean over and £11 up even 
with the Sacramento ; after rising would go 
down again, and then the American would 
cut cut again and pour into the Sacramento. 
The sand [Hodgdon exhibits] is like this. 
You can get varieties of it up to 
SLUMGULMON, 
And much, it being six and eight feet deep, 
as I ’ve seen it along there. 
The sand goes 
more in the middle. This [Hodgdon sliekens] 
settles in dead water. 
Then I ’ve seen the 
water come down all blue, charged with blue 
mud, caused by tha different mines when 
they wash 
out 
the 
blue—nasty, sticky, 
blue stuff. 
I have seen the mouth of the 
American COO feet wide at the regular chan­ 
nel. 
A t highest water it is over the whole 
country this way to Lisle’s bridge and the 
city, and the other way clear to Fremont. 
Have seen a current clear over our land and 
Cone’s, northerly, and at the same time over 
all the land t his side to the city. 
A t such 
times the water is very muddy and gritty. It 
deposits there like No. 5 [Greenlaw’s exhibit]. 
On our 10.000 acres we used to keep 5,000 or 
6.000 head of cattle fat on it on good grass. 
Now, and for five or six years, no grisa grows 
on it, and it supports nothing. 
W here the 
mud settles it kills the grass. 


A fte rn o o n fte sslo n . 
C. W . Clarke resumed—The slickenB de­ 
posit is all over our land. 
W here grass 
formerly grew there is nothing but whortle­ 
berries. 
Where we need to keep 1,000 cattle 
formerly, we cannot keep 100 now. 
I t wa3 
originally excellent pasturage. 
There was 
quite a perceptible tide until withiu four or 
five years. 
The old bed of the American ia 
places hes filled up higher than the original 
banks. 
The Sacramento river prior to 1803 
was deep at the m cuth of the American. 
Boats had no trouble in entering the Amer­ 
ican river. 
I think the bar above the Pi sneer 
Mills covers entirely the oid channel of the 
Sacramento river. 
The bar formed at the 
mouth of the American I have seen when it 
extended to the bridge. 
I have seen steam­ 
boats ot th at point encaged in cutting it 
away th at they might effect a landing at the 
mili?. 
E very year the top of this bar to the 
depth of five to »i*ht feet has been carted 
into the ci’y. 
The land along the Riverside 
road was fine agricultural soil, and covered 
with orchards and gardens. 
I t was veiy 
valuable before the deposit of sand and 
sliekens upan it. 
In high water, as long as 
the levees stood the rivers ran swift and car­ 
ried large am ounts of sand. 
This sand aud 
sediment in enormous quantities 13 cirrind 
into the Straits and Suisun hay. 
Have seen 
moving bars of sand in the Sacramento river 
below the city. 
I have be:n engaged in 
steamboating on tlio Mississippi and yhio 
rivers. 
W hen tha rivers here get full the 
SirAGE WATER 
Bothers greatly and kills all the stone fruits. 
Every high water tho sipage kills thousands 
of trees. 
This slate of affairs is not confined 
to this vicinity, but is just the same dear 
through to tue Mokelumne. 
F b st recollect 
levees about the year 1S00. 
M y land was 
originally leveed. 
All the land along the 
Sacrament 1 river was included ia the levee 
districts. 
A bout $500,000 has been spent in 
leveeing Grand Island. 
They have been 
taxed over $35 per acre for levee purposes. 
In 1S78 the Indian mounds were covered with 
water. 
T hat year the current of the Ameri­ 
can crossed that of the Scramento and de­ 
stroyed Washington and the railrcad beyond. 
General W illiams in building levees took 
with machinery from the bed of the river a 
great deal of sediment. 
The 1 and on Grand 
Island is the finest body of land in the world. 
Have seen wheat yield sixty bushels to the 
acre there. 
Tule grows in black toil, 
lbior 
to 1862 there was 
NO DIFFICULTY 
In cultivating the margins of these island*. 
There was no difficulty in rai.-ing crops prior 
to 1860 without levees. 
I have put in three 
crops on Grand Island and lost them all. 
The high grade of Sacramento has been es­ 
tablished üince 1S62. 
Last winter the water 
camo into the Pioneer Mills and stopped the 
running of their machinery. 
The watpr in 
187S covered the railroad track on Front 
street from J street to L. 
[W itness here at 
length described the high waters of 1S78, their 
effect at and btlow Sacramento, the pnmping 
over the R street grade, the building of the 
Y-street levee, the flood of 1880, the hight of 
the water on Front street, the filling in of 
the rivers, the cutting out of channels, etc.] 
H ave eeen the American in ten days fill eight 
feet at its mouth. 
W hen the water first 
comes it will cut out the sand. W hen the 
Sacramento rises it checks the American, and 
it then tills in level across its mouth. 
When 
the Sacramento falls then the American will 
cut out agiin. So c.ne year this level bar will 
be on one side, and next year on the other. 
The first rise ia tie American occurs about 
this time of the year. 
High water don’t last 
in tho American long. 
[W itness described 
how stock will mire in the sliekens and have 
to be dug out, and how the sliekens dries and 
cracks deep and wide.] There used to be a 
fine race track about a mile back of W ash­ 
ington. 
I t is covered up now with this stuff, 
and the old fence is gone. 
From the Putah 
and Cache creek sections plenty of hay and 
grain used to be hauled on a toll road across 
the tules to Sacramento. 
L ast summer it was 
so dry the road c.uld have been travtled. For 
four or live miles there was a natural water 
way before 5*oppeil up by the railroad em­ 
bankment. 
In the winter of 18501 think 
you could cross there a t any time. 
I know 
the Lewis grade road th at runs out back of 
the old Tule House. 
I t was built long ago 
and thrown up four or five feet; used to uie 
it all except the flood years. 
D.rn’t know 
how much sand is i n it now. 
E ast of Hobo­ 
ken the American is filled u*p nearly to the 
top of the bank-, up as f. r, say, two miles 
above Hoboken. 
T hat embraces Sullivan’s 
Island, 
THE FLOODS 
For ten years past filled snd ecourcd the 
channels. 
The water at flood epree.ds out, 
but the bulk of it keeps along the river. 
I t 
runs through the Rooney ranch, then ovor 
Sm ith’s gardens. 
I t then strikes the base of 
the east Sacramento levee. 
From the base of 
that levee to the river proper is ail rf three- 
quarters of a mile up toward the sugar works. 
Sullivan’s Island is in the American river. 
I t was once cultivated. 
Have noticed the 
scouring and rt filling of the obannoi of the 
American river mostly for five or six years. 
Thiok there is between 2 000 and 3,000 acres 
between the American river and the lsvee up 
ia tha region of the beet-sugar works and 
down tha liver. 
Oa the north side of the 
river the 
land 
liable 
to 
cveiflow 
i­ 
as 
much 
as 
40.0C0 
acre?. 
There are 
roads on these lands. 
They’d bs^overtijwed 
in winter even if it carried no sediment. But 
gome of them have been raised ; othe:s are 
only natural roads. 
Of couree bridges ere on 
them. 
U p to 1862 stages traveled the roars, 
but would be stopped for a day or two at a 


tim e by high water. 
Except for a few days 
at a time, they made their regular trips from 
here to ali the mountain towns. 
Think they 
could have run since 1862 about the same, for 
the roadB have been built up, so that delays 
would only be for a few days. W ithout these 
grades they couldn’c get along, of course. 
Now, as the river beds are raised, the waters 
stay up over the roads longer. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
(To M r. Catlin)—Over 10,000 acres over 
the American river ie all swamp land.

title came from the State as swamp land.

acres myself on it. 
In 1862 Bear river 
aud Feather and Sacramento rivers aided in 
flooding my land. 
Lived on D ry creek, this 
side of Marysville, in 1862. 
W as in Sacra­ 
mento every month. 
W as in Sacramento in 
the flood of December, 1861. 
I was here in 
January, 1801._ A t Mississippi Bar the bluff 
is about as high now as when I was first 
there. 
The river keeps cut out there. 
On 
the front of the San Juan ranch all along 
there has been mining on the American river, 
and great piles of cobbles remain. 
Some 
mining still goes on there. 
I don’t call these 
bars bottom land, but gravel deposits by the 
river. 
Think the average fill in the channel 
of the American river from here to Hoboken 
is fifteen feet. 
The Sacramento Valiey R ail­ 
road Btarted in 1855. 
Since then have fre­ 
quently been on lands aloDg the river on this 
side of the river, but above Rooney’s havn’t 
been on the lands since 1S55. 
Before 1802. 
in high water w hat is known as the island 
section down the Sacramento river all went 
under water. 
None of the 12,000 acres on 
the San Juan ranch have been injured by de­ 
bris deposit. 
M r. Cadwalader—W e have not claimed it 
was. 
I t is high, red land. 
W itness—The north levee at Sm ith’s G ar­ 
dens is, at some places. 


HALF A MILE 
From the river. 
On the upper end it ia 
about a quarter of a mile. 
As the north 
levee goes out of the city, it is, on the line of 
Eleventh street, about half a mile from the 
American river. 
U p at Ratiel’a tannery it 
comes close in to the levee. 
From the levee 
out to the American river, north of the city, 
there must have been 500 Chinamen working 
on the lands there—some washing, sours gar­ 
dening. 
All this land was not swamp, fcr 
mighty fine pear trees and peaches grew 
there, and there were orchards and gardens 
there. 
By the building of tho city levees the 
water was thrown off to one side. 
Two years 
ago the fl rod over there killed out fine cherry 
trees. 
The 40,000 to 50,000 acres injured 
north of the Amsrican includes my 10,000. 
Bought most of my land over there at 85 an 
acre ; some at $1 an acre ; and I ’ll sell it to­ 
day for that, or less ; some I paid $15 for.

If we could keep the water cff and could 
mix it with the toil. 
Fisherm an’s lake is on 
our land. 
I t is from two and a half to three 
miles long, and has fiah in it the year round. 
Never had a project ia mind to turn Bear 
river, so as to fill cur lands with sliekens. 
Have said if they wanted to run thc-ir slush 
down there and till np the place, to go on and 
do it, and get it up out of the water.

Feather and Sacramento never rises high 
enough to come on over cur ia: cl before the 
American gets in.

There are now fully 3 000 acres there 
now in the basin with water on it. 
(Re-direct)—I t don’t run cff, because the. 
rivers have filled so that their beds are 
higher than the basin on r ur lands. 
Thpre 
hay been no high water, a= I recollect, in the 
American river, since 1863. 
If I spoke of 
high water in December, 1862, I meant De­ 
cember. 1861—the ftiod year.

T h e G n itcau T r ia l -'Increased A ttendance. 
W a s h in g to n , November 21st.—1The crowd 
about tbe Court-house this morning was three 
times greater than on Saturdav, and it was 
with the greatest difficulty that those entitled 
to admission could force their way through the 
corrido^ of the Criminal Court-room. 
The 
opening of the Court was delayed some 
minutes in consequence. 


GUITEAU’s ArPEARANCE. 
G uiteau arrived in the van at 9 o’clock, 
having au escort of three mounted policemen, 
in addition to tw’o officers on the van. 
He 
was a t once taken to his room, where he 
breakfasted and read the m orning papers. 
He eeemed to have recovered entirely from 
his scare. H e attributed his escape Saturday 
to the interposition of Deity, and desired his 
hearers to understand th at he was not afraid 
to die if Deity desired i t ; but he did not 
want to be shot down like a dog, before he 
had time to fully vindicate his conduct in a 
Court of justice. 
U pon being brought into Court, G uiteau at 
once devoted himself to his papers, and, con­ 
trary to general expectation, made no demon­ 
strations whatever or allusions to the late 
attem pt upon his life. 
A DISSATISFIED LAWTEB. 
Immediately upon the opening of Court, 
Robinson arose and addressed the Court, for 
the purpose of calling attention to an article 
ia Sunday’s Post, in which Scoville is made 
to say th at he wculd rt quest the withdrawal 
of Robinson from the case, as he (Scoville) 
had become satisfied th at Robinson could be 
of no assistance, but rather an embarrassment 
in the conduct of the defense. 
Robinson 
criticised, in severe term?, the discourtesy he 
had received by Guiteau, who broke ia with, 
“ Your Honor, I want Robinson to stay.” 
Continuing, Robinson requested the Court 
to grant hia discharge from the case, and posi­ 
tively stated th at he could not, w ith proper 
self-respect, remain in association with Sco­ 
ville. 
Guiteau, who had been closely following 
Robinson all through the latter portion of 
his 
speech, 
broke in agaic, 
and with 
considerable w?armth, said : “ T hat’s an able 
?peech, and I agree with mo«t of it. 
If he 
bad only made it last Monday there never 
would have been any disturbance between us.” 
Scoville here tried to quiet Guiteau, when 
he retorted upon him, 14 K eep quiet yourself; 
I ’m talking now.; I sympathize w ith him in 
this m atter.” 
Scoville made a brief statem ent, deploring 
the disagreement, after which Judge Ccx 
relieved 
Robinron 
fioxn 
further 
connec­ 
tion with the defense. 
Scoville began to address tho Court with 
c* W e do not expect to be compelled to con­ 
duct the case entirely without assistance.” 
GUITEAU AGAIN SPEAKS. 
Here Guiteau exclaimed, 441 understood 
th at Judge M agruder was anxious to assist 
iu this tria l; also M r. Townsend. 
I should 
like to have them appear here, os well as 
Swset or Trude, of Chicago.” 
Then adding, 
after a pause : 44 On the question of malprac­ 
tice, 
my 
idea 
is 
simply 
th is : That 
by the physicians’ own statem ent on the 
25th of Ju ly the President was not fatally 
shot. 
W e don’t w ant to press the subject, 
but desire to have it go on record, so th at the 
Court ia banc may tak9 notice of .it.” A fter 
a brief pause G uiteau added : 44 T hat’s all 
there is to the malpractice business—short 
and to the point. 
I want it understood that 
I appear as my own counsel. 
I am the agent 
of the Deity, and I expect H im to take care 
of me. 
I think H e has managed it pretty 
well so far.” 


EVIDENCE OF PHYSICIANS. 
The D istrict A ttorney then called Drs. 
W oodward and Lamb, who testified to the 
character of the wound ; th at it was a mortal 
one. 
They also identified the ball,which waa 
exhibited to the jury as the one they had 
taken from the body of President Garfield.

go along, ju st cb we have done for the past 
three or four days. 
I don’t mean any dis­ 
courtesy to any one. 
I only want to get at 
the factB. 
If any one says I owe them 820, 
and I don’t, I will deny it. 
M y idea is to 
tik e things when they are hot, and not let 
them get o ld . and ro t to suffer from mis­ 
representations. 
Of course I shall go on the 
stand at the proper tim», and be examined 
and cross examined. 
M y idea, however, is 
to meet a misstatement when it is hot, in­ 
stead of waiting to let the m et ter get digested 
and mi understood. 
I think it is the true 
way to interject my statements as the C 3?e 
proceed?. 
I have no set speech to make, bat 
am much obliged to your H onor and *to my 
counsel for the courte.-y of this invitation.” 
GuKeau’s manner seems to have undergone 
a marked change eince the early days of his 
trial, and during the delivery of Lis 6hort 
speech this was particularly noticeable. 
A t 
the conclusion he settled back in bis chair 
with an air of exhaustion and rested his head 
on his hand uneasily, while a careworn ex­ 
pression appeared upon hi3 face. 


sc o v il le’s l in e o f d e f e n s e . 
Scoville then addressed the jury at con­ 
siderable length. 
Much, he said, had been 
introduced in evidence thus far which, to his 
mind, had no bearing upon the case. 
All 
men shared the same opinion relative to the 
siilfering of the I'residcnt. 
I t was not pleas­ 
ant to contemplate these thing?, and when 
they were presented to the jury they must 
exercise au influence.

A “ No-Rent League” has been organ­ 
ized in San Francisco, and its members 
propose to apply th e ’Farnellite doctrine 
locally, urging that if it is good for Ireland 
it must be equally good for California. 
And it must be adm itted that what is 
sauce for the goose should aiao he rauco 
for the gander. 
If it is right for the people 
who have rented lauds or honses in Ireland 
to refuse to fulfill their contracts, it must 
be right to do the same thing everywhere. 
The question is not a complicated one. 
It 
is, after all, only a question as to the ex­ 
istence of any such thiDg as property. 
The Parnellites have undertaken to solve 
the Irieh land question by proposing that 
the tenants shall seize and appropriate 
their holdings. 
If that is sound doctrine 
its application cannot be restricted to Ire­ 
land, but must be good for the whole 
world. 
It is therefore quite in order that 
a San Francisco No-llent League should be 
organized, and we trust that its members 
will go on valiantly until thoy come face to 
face with tho difficulties of the case. When 
the new doctrine is advocated in the United 
States, moreover, it will be necessary for those 
American demagogues who have been ap­ 
proving it, to reconsider their position, for 
it cannot be presupposed that it will be ac­ 
cepted as a brilliant tnconomic discovery 
by the American people generally, and the 
politicians who continue to advocate it are 
in come danger of finding themselves in a 
minority.

Leagues. 
W hy not have anti-Grocers’ and 
Butchers’ and Dry Goods’ and Wood and 
Coai Bills Leagues? There is no more rea­ 
son why people should pay for these things 
than for their shelter. 
If all the world is 
to support all ¿he world without pay­ 
ment of any kind, it might be as well 
to make the chaDgc at once instead of 
gradually leading up to it. 
No doubt 
.any people will be disposed to laugh at 
■ 
San Francisco No-Bent League. 
But 
it deserves moro serious consideration, for 
after all it is merely a copy iu little of an 
experiment which Parnell has sought to 
try on a national scale in Ireland. There are 
those who perhaps have thought that be­ 
cause this was proposed in Ireland, it was of 
little moment. 
B at the principle is the 
same everywhere, and when the new the­ 
ory is brought forward here it is neither 
more nor lest preposterous and outrageous 
than in Ireland. 
Of course it will not take 
root here now, but if it should be adopted 
in Ireland there can be little doubt that it 
would travel further, and we ventare to 
think no doubt at ail tb st it would ulti­ 
mately find its way to this country, to be­ 
come a fresh distractiou and embarrass­ 
ment, and a fresh cause of demagogism and 
degradation in our politics. 
The only way 
to deal with such vicious propositions is to 
stamp them with emphatic disapproval 
wherever and whenever they appear, for 
the cause of honesty and good faith in 
transactions between men is one which 
challenges tho sym pathy and support, not 
of isolated communities, but of the whole 
buman race. 


CANN0V3 REVELATION. 


The Mormon 
Delegate to Congress, 
George Q. Cannon, has filed a declaration 
in his contested election case, in which he 
admits th at he is a bigamist, and also ad­ 
mits 
“ that in public addresses, as a 
“ teacher of my religion in the United 
“ States, I have defended said tenet of 
“ said church (polygamy) as being, in my 
“ belief, a revelation from God.” The ex­ 
tent to which alleged divine revelations 
are being employed at present to justify 
breaches of human law, is becoming em­ 
barrassing. 
Guiteau murders the Presi­ 
dent, and claims th at it was revealed to 
him that it wae his duty to commit that 
crime. 
Cannon marries several women 
and declares that he and his chnrch have 
been in like manner commanded to com­ 
mit bigamy. 
The Catholics would no 
doubt say that this confusion grows out of 
the abandonment of the Church of Rome, 
which according to them is the only or­ 
ganization possessing the right and author­ 
ity to determine what God has revealed 
and w hat lie has not. 
But in the absence 
of that final authority it is extremely diffi­ 
cult for those who believe in divine revela­ 
tions at all to draw a sharp line and say 
that outeide of it no alleged revelations are 
or can be genuine. 
W e suppose it must 
be acknowledged that Mormons may and 
do really believe in their creed, however 
absurd it may seem to outsiders. 
And if 
the religions view was the one which con­ 
trolled American governmental policy and 
legislation, and if the ProtcstaDt theory of 
Christianity was officially accepted in our 
Constitution, it would be found very diffi­ 
cult to dispose of such allegations as those 
of Guiteau and Cannon. 
The pretense of a supernatural anthority 
or command for certain lines of action or 
doctrines has been employed so frequently, 
and with so much success, that it was, 
until quite recently, had recourse to very 
naturally whenever difficulties arose. This 
pretense, however, could not produce its 
full effects save when the organization em­ 
ploying it possessed the power to enforce 
its views by temporal agencies. 
Where 
opinion is free, questions will be asked, and 
when it becomes possible to investigate the 
credentials of those who claim supernatu­ 
ral authority, belief in tho genuineness of 
the revelation is very apt to decline. I t for­ 
tunately happens that the founders of thÍ3 
republic were wise enough to insist on a 
complete separation of Chnrch and State, 
and therefore, when the laws of the coun­ 
try are broker, and in defense of such law- 
breaking a divine revelation is set np, the 
plea need not be admitted. 
There is in 
fact nothing to prevent American Courts 
from deciding that American law has 
precedence 
in the 
U nited States over 
alleged divine revelations, and recent events 
have shown this supremacy of secular juris­ 
diction to be really quite necessary to the 
proper carrying on of government. 
W e have eeen th at there is literally 
nothing too extraordinary to be defended 
on the plea of revelation. 
From the 
assassination of 
tho 
President to the 
marrying of 
many women this elastic 
and comprehensive line of defense extends. 
It covers at once a Guiteau and a Cannon. 
It is employed to excuse assassination 
on the one hand and polygamy on the 
other. 
And it is evident that if such a 
plea were once adm itted there is nothing 
to which 
it might not be applied. 
I t 
is indeed more dangerous than the insanity 
plea, for it is still more impossible to test 
it by the ordinary rules of evidence. 
The 
usual custom in such cases has been to 
make the thing revealed the proof of the 
revelation, and the alleged revelation the 
proof of the authority of the thing re­ 
vealed. 
This, of course, is arguing in what 
the logicians call a “ vicious circle,” but 
it is the only mode of argument these cases 
admit of, and heretofore this peculiar 
method of ratiocination has been success­ 
ful, simply because any objection to it 
was denounced as wicked and blasphe- 
mouB. 
The sincere Mormons no doubt 
hold that the laws against polygamy are 
sacrilegious, and they are consistent in th at 
belief from their standpoint. 
B ut the 
weakness of their case lies in the circum­ 
stance that this Government was 
not 
mixed up, in its foundation, 
with any 
supernatnral theories whatever, and con­ 
sequently th at every citizen of the repub­ 
lic has fair warning that its laws are su­ 
preme, and that there ¡3 no supernatural 
appellate court in the United States. 
It has often, but loosely, been asserted 
that this is a Christian repablie. 
That is 
not the fact. 
This government is a purely 
political one, and all who live under it are 
free to believe what they choose, always 
provided th at their religions beliefs do not 
load them to adopt practices which are in 
contravention of the la w of the land. And re­ 
flection will show, as indeed experience also 
shows, how very necessary it is to have a 
clear test of what is permissible, such as 
the law gives us. 
For if it had been pro­ 
vided that alleged divine revelation of any 
kind was, under any circumstances, to take 
precedence of the law, we should have been 
plunged into confusion worse confounded. 
It might then have been difficult even to 
get Guiteau convicted of murder, and as 
for Cannon, we realiy d o ^lo t see how his 
preient declaration could tiave been met. 
But, happily, the American people do not 
labor under any embarrassments of this 
kind. 
I t is not 
necessary 
to 
deny 
the alleged revelations 
even 
in any 
of 
these 
cases. 
Thus 
it 
may 
be 
said 
to 
Guiteau: 
“ Possibly 
God 
“ did order you to do what you have done. 
" B u t if so, He certainly must have in- 
“ tended you to be hanged, for He knows 
“ that hanging is the punishment we inflict 
“ for m urder.” And to Cannon and his 
people it may be said : “ Perhaps you are 
“ right about your revelation regarding 
“ polygamy. 
B ut if yon are, God must 
“ have intended you to be sent to the Peiii- 
“ tentiary, for He knows that the laws of 
“ the United States declare bigamy to be a 
“ felonious offense.” 
There is in fact no 
objection to the assumption of revelation 
by anybody, but it must be clearly under­ 
stood that whatever the alleged divine 
commission may be, it cannot bo advanced 
in arrest of the judgm ent of American 
Courts, upon conviction for breaches of 
state and national laws. 
And we trust 
that both Guiteau and Cannon may have 
early opportunities of realizing this view 
of the revelation question. 


GRANT AND BLAINE. 


There appears to be a strong desire in 
some quarters th at the fend between Grant 
and Blaiue should be kept at a white heat. 
But perhaps it would be more correct i o 
speak of the hatred entertained by Grant 
for Blaine, and which seems to have 
sprang from the defeat of Grant at Chi­ 
cago. 
Blaine docs not appear to have 
manifested any special antipathy to Grant, 
and even if we are to credit the recent 
report that he is trying to organize an anti­ 
Grant movement in the Republican party, 
the fact would only show that his Presi­ 
dential aspirations were not after all aban­ 
doned. 
Bat Grant evidently feels a strong 
personal enmity to Blaine, for he ha3 re­ 


cently eaid to a reporter th at Blaine was 
in his opinion “ a very bad man,” and that 
he had certainly done all he could to get 
him out of President A rthur’s Cabinet. 
Grant thicks Blaine a bad man because he 
defeated “ the immortal 300” at Chicago. 
Everybody understands that, and every­ 
body 
understands 
th at 
Blaine 
will 
beat 
G rant 
again 
if 
be 
can. 
They 
are rival candidates, 
and that 
is the long aud short of it, but it does not 
follow that they should abuse one another 
to reporters, and indeed it is only Grant 
who does this kind, of thing. 
There is 
something puerile about it which is dis­ 
tasteful. 
Biaine knows th at if the Grant 
faction csn ever get his head under water 
thsy will hold it there until he is drowned, 
aud therefore he is exerting all his ener­ 
gies to save himself. 
I t is his right to do 
this, and he is no more a bad man for do­ 
ing it than Grant is for wanting to prevent 
him. 
Blaine’s Presidential aspirations, 
moreover, are far more reasonable than 
Grant’s, for the latter has held the office 
not only a3 loDg as any American Presi­ 
dent, but much longer than the character 
of his administration rendered satisfactory 
to the conntrv.

S e n a to r J u n ta n n d lire- P o litic a l S itu a tio n . 
San Fean CISCO, November 2ist.—Senator 
John P. Joi es arrived tu-re Saturday, and is 
stopping at the Palace Hotel. This evening 
he was interviewed by a representative of the 
Call. Senator Jones said, in relation to Pres­ 
ident Arthur's administration, that he felt 
satisfied it wonld be characterized by firm­ 
ness, wisdem and a careful interpretation of 
law, aside from any personal prejudices. 
He 
did not believe that a char ge was likely to be 
made in the New York Gollectorship, at 
least for the present. The President will 
carry out the tenure of office law strictly, 
which provides that changes shall not be 
made unless charges of incapacity are fully 
proven. 
As to the question of federal appointments 
on this coast he said : “ Icaano; speak au­ 
thoritatively concerning the subject, but from 
my conversations with General Arthur I am 
lej to beiieve that no changes are contem­ 
plated iu the offices on this coast. ¿Itrtain it 
is that the delegation from this coast have 
not been apprised of any intended change?, 
and they are, it is fair ¡o presume, as friendly 
to the present incumbents as at any time 
during the late President’s incumbency.” 
“ Then there is no truth in the report that 
certain officials in the revenue department 
have made themselves obnoxious to the Ad­ 
ministration, and are in danger of being re­ 
moved?” 
“ I do not know anything of the kind. 
Mr. Arthur is much too broad a man to 
allow personal likes and dislikes to stand in 
the way of public policy, even should be en­ 
tertain snch feelings, which I do not think 
he does.” 
. 
Senator Jones did not think any Cabinet 
nominations would be made before the meet­ 
ing of Congress. The President strongly de­ 
sired MacVeagh to remain until the 6tar 
route suits were disposed of. Freiinghuysen, 
1 the Senator said, is generally acknowledged 
would succeed Blaine as Secretary of State. 
To a question as to the 
possibility 
of Sargent’s nomination, he said: 
“ Presi­ 
dent Arthur has a great admiration for the 
people of the Pacific coast for their pluck and 
energy and loyal qualities, and that he would 
not entirely scout the idea es to the probabil­ 
ity of Sargent being tendered a Cabinet po- 
eitior. 
I can’t say, but I do know that the 
President has a very high regard for Senator 
Sargent’s ability and integrity.” 
“ W hat chance has Gorham for the Secre­ 
taryship of tha Senate ? ” 
•’His chancesare as good now as ever. He 
is the caucus nouiinee of the Republican wing, 
and there is no doubt that were a vote taken 
again to-night in caucus he would again 
receive the vote. 
W hat changes in the situ­ 
ation may occur between this and the con­ 
vening of Congress of course cannot l>9 pioph- 
e. ieJ ; but it looks now bb if Gorham was 
ahead decidedly.” 
To a question of “ Do you consider Conk- 
lir.g politically dead ?” Senator Jones said: 
" By no means. His action in resigning the 
Senatorship was perhaps the mistake of his 
life, yet lie believed he was right in so doing. 
He is a very peculiar man in some respects. 
He is a statesman of great ability, force aud 
purity of character. 
His integrity is ab­ 
solutely unimpeachable. 
He will never be 
popular wdth the masses, for he will not 
truckle to p pular prejudices.” _ 
“ Did not the late State election in New 
York demonstrate the fact that Conklingism 
was beaten ?” 
_ 
“ I do not construe it so. Conkling did net 
enter the fight personally. 
He has still a 
strong hold upon the Stats and national poli­ 
tics.” 
Senator Jones will remain in the city a few 
days, and then return to Gold Hill. 
He ex­ 
pects to he in Washington on the opening of 
Congress.

Notes fro m S an F ra n cisco . 
S an F rancisco, November 21st.—The in- 
jnuction got out by Dewey and Cogswell, to 
prevent eight members of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors from giving away the city front to 
the Bay Shore Railroad Company, came up 
in the Superior Court this morning, and was 
continued until Friday. 
Counsel for the 
Supervisors fought hard against a continu­ 
ance, but could give the Court no satisfactory 
reason for their hurry. Every day of con­ 
tinuance is a point, agamst the Supervisors, 
as their lease of power is drawing near a 
close. 
There is 10,000 tuns of railroad iron wait­ 
ing shipment at New York for this port. 
It 
is expected that some will be shipped by 
steamer by way of Aspiowall. 
A draft of thirty men will be Bent to the 
Wachusett by the next Sitka steamer. They 
will go in charge of First Lieutenant Brown, 
U. S. M., who has been ordered to that ves- 
cel. 
The receipts for duties at the Custom-house 
for the past week were $125.273 42, making 
a total since January 1st of $0,005,419 77. 
During the ten months ending November 
1st, upwards of $10,000,000 in coin, bullion 
and currency was shipped from San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Upwards of $1000,000 in dividends was 
paid by the mines in October. The total for 
November will approximate $1,500,000.

M E T R O P O L IT A N 
T H E A T E R . 


I t was a distinguished German scholar w h o 
said his thought of Shakespeare was as a man 
in sym pathy with all that was genuine, un­ 
selfish and good; and as a poet whose art 
was so perfect, because so artless. 
A n actor 
ma7 so present tbe work of Shakespeare ao 
to impress the auditor who has not dilligently 
studied him, differently with regard to the 
art cf the great bard. 
Successful actors who 
essay to read Shakespeare in these days study 
his character, with his _ plays as an index, 
before attem pting an interpretation. 
Evi­ 
dently Mr. Sheridan, whose presentation of 
King Lear drew to the M etropolitan Theater 
last l-ight a very fine audience—one compli­ 
mentary in a high degree to his own skill and 
art—has so studied Shakespeare and has 
arrived at a like judgm ent to th at quoted. 
Certainly he presents Shakespeare's “ Lear ” 
in a manner to confirm th at belief, reveal­ 
ing this artleísneas of the poet as the secret 
of 
the 
power 
of 
his 
genius. 
Jonaon 
has said th at there was a controversy among 
the critics of his day as to whether the pre­ 
dominant im>ge in Lear’s disordered mind 
was the loss of his kingdom or the cruelty of 
his daughters. 
H e took the latter view, hold­ 
ing th at L ia r would move our compassion 
but little, did we not rather consider the in­ 
jured 
father than the degraded 
King, 
M r. Sheridan, 
by 
his 
shadings, 
pre 
sented 
the 
source 
of 
Lear's 
deepest 
woes 
as 
residing 
almost 
wholly 
in 
the unnatural conduct of two of his chil­ 
dren, rather than his deprivation of royalty, 
and this method was in consonance with the 
view taken of the judgment he has uudoubt- 
edly formed of the art of Shaktspeare. Others 
have differed with this view ; memory serves 
th at the younger Kean read the text with a 
different shading. 
Sheridan’s interpretation 
is in accord with the great m ajority verdict 
of S h a k e s p e a r e a n students, aud so, while he 
does not lessen the agony of the K ing 
over 
the 
loss 
of 
his 
power, ^ h e 
subordinates 
it 
by 
just 
the 
right 
shading to the grief and distress of the father. 
As with Hamlet, so with Lear—the critics dis­ 
agree and actors have not a fixed standard re­ 
garding it, so full is it, as JoD S on put it, of 
“ involutions of distinct interests, and the 
striking oppositions of contrary characters, 
aud of sudden changes of fortune.” B ut Mr. 
Sheridan’s method with the drama last night 
was a masterly one, and calculated to present 
it with all its debatable contrarieties, and 
with all the force and effectiveness possible 
under the embarra-sing circumstances of in­ 
sufficient scenery, limited accessories, a mea­ 
gerly fitted stage and an insufficient force of 
skilled supernumeraries. 
H is support in the 
leading characters was good, and especially 
so in the persons of M r. Colton, M r. Doyle. 
Miss Holbrook and Mr. Sims. 
As I,ear, 
Sheridan’s acting rose level with the higher 
developments of art. 
It was a performance 
in every respect meritorious, acd all the 
more striking from the lack of courtly sur­ 
roundings which a better appointed theater 
would have afforded, he standing almost 
alone in creating for the spectator the illusion 
so necessary to the complete dram atic pict­ 
ure. 
H is effort was not so profound a histri­ 
onic trium ph as th at he achieves iu Louis 
X I., but it was made in a dram a of far wider 
range, far greater difficulties, and calling into 
action far superior abilities ; and in this light 
his Lear is greater than his Louis. 
The im­ 
passioned curse hurled upon Goneril iu the 
first act is the finest acting M r. Sheridan 
does, aud is probably unsurpassed in this day. 
N ot more from the intensity of delivery was 
it great than in the marvelous play of the act­ 
or’s features; in truth he seemed to feel all 
his tongue was given to utter. 
I t was a coin­ 
age of art that received a recognition from a 
ciitical audionce, of which the most accom­ 
plished artist of the age might be proud. 
It 
furnished almost a perfect standard by which 
others may test the m erit of their work. 
Taken as a whole, Sheridan’s Lear was a per­ 
formance, the value of which can scarcely be 
overrated. 
There has been nothing given on 
this stage for years excelling it. 
I t was 
powerful in its passion, touching iu its pathos, 
and showed to the audience the possibilities 
of the dram a in the hands of 
a 
well- 
proportioned, 
competent and thoroughly- 
devoted 
artist. 
I t 
would 
be

M r. 
Colton 
displayed 
as Edgar, and the admirable characterization 
of the Fool by Mr. Sims. 
To-night Sheridan 
and his company appear for the last time, 
presenting "L ouis ^»L,” in which, a few 
months ago, he here won such a trium ph, and 
concerning his acting in which, this journal 
has already made extended and warm com­ 
mendation.

I t is almost certain 
th at five of the Greenbackers, the two Itcad- 
justers and Sm yth, will vote with the R epub­ 
licans, which will give them ten m ajority. 
The project of attem pting» coalition between 
the Democrats and Grecnbackerg to secure 
the organization seems to have been aban­ 
doned.

The rooms occupied 
by the Hayes and Garfield families as sleep- 
ing-rooms, and where the late Preaident lay 
during his long illness, have been painted a 
light blue. 
The rooms across the hall, in the 
northw est corner, which down to the time of 
President Hayes’ occupancy were family 
apaitm ents, will be used for this purpose by 
President A rthur. 
The suite consists of a 
sm all room done in two shades of blue 
panels, which was occupied by Grandma 
G itfield, and a larger room in the corner, 
which is painted in crimscn. 
The library, 
which is on the south side of the hall, be­ 
tween the Gabinet-room and the apartm ents 
occupied by Garfield, are all undergoing a 
thorough renewing.

Dr. Alien M cl.ane Hamilton, th at Guiteau 
is undoubtedly sane enough to hang, and 
th at he ought to be hanged as a m atter of 
justice and policy, creates considerate Ínter­ 
es', as Hamilton is one of the mo3t eminent 
authorities on nervous diseases, and is con­ 
sulting physician to all the city insane asy­ 
lum*. 
H e says Guiteau belongs to a largir 
class of persons than most people suspect the 
existence of. 
He is a subject of *' imane 
neurosis,” or insano temperament. 
The out­ 
breaks characterizing such a condition are 
largely the fanlt of the so-called patient, 
though of course tharc is hcreditation from 
nervous ancestors. 
This m atter of insane 
neurosis is one of a wide 1/earinz, which de­ 
serves more attention from physicians and 
from fathers thau it h is yet received. 
I t 
manifests itself in different ways. In ninety- 
nine cases out of one hundred it leads people 
to nothing more than harmless eccentricity, 
or hypcchrondia, and frequently is never 
noticed at all, unless by come physician in­ 
terested in such matters. 
The importance 
of recognizing the gravity of the subject is 
imperative, but the recognition of insane 
neurosis is no new thing, 
ilaudsley gives it 
prominence, and in his works calls attention 
in its evidences in a large number of persons.

In 
1851 what was practically a branch P ost­ 
office D epartm ent had to be established iu 
San Francisco; 
advertisements 
and the 
letting of mail routes had to be relegated to 
a special agent of the Departm ent, clothed 
with extraordinary powers for this purpose. 
The great distance from the seat of Govern­ 
ment, and the delay in communicating with 
the D epartm ent's agents, incident to a long 
voyage, crippled the efforts of the Govern­ 
m ent in establishing mail service.

enterprise, 
always 
alert 
to 
seize 
an 
opportunity which promises large returns 
upon email investments, wa3 equal to this 
occasion, and the express mails of California 
were the result. 
Miners depended largely 
upon the private express company, not only 
for their necessary supplies, out as a safe 
medium of transm itting their accumulations 
to friends or a placo of safety. 
I t was but 
natural th at the geoeral tffice of the express 
company at San Francisco should become 
the ad i: t:s of all the adventurers who flocked 
to the golden shores of the Pacific co&s'.

The building of the 
Panam a Railroad did not decrease the cost 
of transportation of tbe mails to California. 
T hat company had a monopoly of transport­ 
ing across the Isthmus, and regulated its own 
charges. 
For several years the Government 
was at the mercy of the railroad company. 
Then followed other mail routes, by way 
of Tehuantepec and across Mexico.

venturers and schemers swarmed about the 
corridors of the Capitol, and labored session 
after session of Congress for Fpecial con­ 
tracts.

the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, th irty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in th is State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any iufractiou or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


Q U A K A X T IN E KTLVS AND R EG U LA T IO N S. 


Rule 1. 
All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sole, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood cf the preceding year’s growth ; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving tho vineyard where made, and to he 
immediately destroyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reason of this rule is th at the w inter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, im ported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignm ent within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be a t the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of tho said cuttings or 
vines,according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
F irst—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash in cold 
w ater; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle ; immerse 
cuttings aud rooted vines ten m inutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one h o u r; replace water 
[03t hy evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 m inutes. 
Fourth—DÍ68ovó carbolic acid cry stals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water ; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines tw enty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. 
[N. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water : mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half cf 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to thi3 office aud the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to he addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, w ith nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. 
The 
other Inspectors requir:d by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


R EC O M M EN D A TIO N S F O R T H E F U R T H E R 
P R O T E C T IO N O F V IN E Y A R D S . 


All persons planting new viney&’ds within the 
Sta.e are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them , thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them , as woil as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, w hich are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country’. 


C E R T IF IC A T E S . 


For the further convenience of vine-grower?, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any* Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, getting forth 
th at the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding TO cents for snch certificates made cu t 
iu duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantify* of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant th at may’ be satisfactorily 
shown to the said inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shull likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector th at cuttings and 
rooted u n es, other than such as are required t > be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance w ith the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTED W RAPPINGS, ETC. 


Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the 8tute with im ported cuttings and 
vim s (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im- 
m ers ng in or washing w ith any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided th at tho strength of the 
gumc, in cyge of mere washing, shall be increased by* 
the reduction of the w ater in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not uisinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shull be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
P E N A L T IE S . 


All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law*.

missioners, and to authorize the appointm ent of 
certain cfficers, and to protect the interests of H orti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” provided th at there shall 
be no compensation for such services of Inspection 
excepting a fee, not to exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
íais for each certificate of disinfection, tfter seizure 
for non-compliance; provided, however, such in­ 
spection may be employed at the option of toe own­ 
ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
ihe same. And also said local resident Inspectors 
will be entitled to such other fees as are provided 
for in cases of conviction and seizures.

other purposes, or being removed fur sale gift 
distribution or transportation. 
6. Fruit boxes, packages or baskets, used for ship­ 
ping fruit to any destination, are htreby required 
to he ^isinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, 6toreroom, 
salesroom or place, to be used for Btorage, shipping, 
or any other purpose. 
7. Transportable m aterial of any kind, infested by 
any insect or insects, or the germs thereof, namely, 
their eggs, larv» or pup®, known to be injurious 
to fruit or fru:t trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of any kind may be disinfected by dipping in 
a solution composed of not le ss than one pound 
(1 n>) of commercial concentrated lye to each and 
eveiy two Í2) gallons of w ater used as such disin­ 
fectant, or m any other m anner satisfactory to the 
Chief Executive H orticultural and Health Officer. 
9. Empty fruit boxes, jMickages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes. Said boiling w ater used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not less than one 
pound (1 !h) of concentrated potash, or three- 
iourlhs Q) of one pound (1 lt>) of concentrated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
any other m anner satisfactory to the Chief Execu­ 
tive H orticultural und Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any srecies of Scale Insect or Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larv® or 
pup®, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit w ith a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (1 11»)c*f whale oil soap 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each and every one and one-quarter (1]> gallons 
of water used as* such disinfectant, or in any other 
m anner satisfactory to the Chief Executive H orti­ 
cultural and Health Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown in any 
orchard, nursery or place, in which trees or plant* 
are known to be infested with any insect or insects, 
or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larv » or 
pup®, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all persons iu 
possession thereof, nr offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportation, are hereby requirtd to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, grift, distribution or t ansjiortation. 
12. Any tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, empty fruit boxes, fruit 
packages, or fruit baskets, or transferable material 
of any kind, offered for sale, gift, distribution or 
transportation, in violation of the Quarantine Rules 
and Regulations for the protection of fruit and fruit 
trees, approved by the Board of State Viticultural 
Commissioners, may be seized hy the Chief Execu­ 
tive H orticultural and Health officer, or by any of 
the local resident Inspectors appoiutcd by h im ; 
said seizure to be the taking pos3essiou thereof, and 
ho’ding for disinfection, or for an order of condem­ 
nation by a Court of competent jurisdiction. 
13. Anv person violating the above Quarantine 
Rules and Regulations 6hall be deemed guilty of a 
ttisdenieitior, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punishable by fine of not Ices than twenty-five nor 
more than one hundred dollars.
